The non-elective claims 1-7 have been cancelled from further consideration. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 8 and 
18 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest or teach the 
recited activation control for simultaneously operating the heating and air conditioning 
systems to cause a combined heating of the air circulated thereover; and flow control 
apparatus for causing the flow of refrigerant to pass from the evaporator to a high 
pressure side of the compressor such that the compressor is driven in reverse to 
function as a turbine (see claim 8); causing the comfort system to operate such that 
circulated air passes over both heat exchanger to be heated and over the evaporator 
coil; and changing the flow of refrigerant into the compressor from a low pressure side 
thereof to a high pressure side thereof so as to cause it to operate in reverse as a 
turbine (see claim 18).
